Proposed  Muni  Fare  Increase 

I  havebeena  Muni  rider  since  1966, 

During  1993-94, 1  initiated  a  bilin- 
gual petition  that  received  over  5,000 
signatures  when  Muni  proposed  to 
cut  the  ffl5  line.  My  alternative  sug- 
gestion was  to  increase  the  five-day 
H  9  express  buses  to  the  current 
seven-day  service  that  have  ben- 
efited thousands  of  our  Southeast 
sector  residents. 

Actually,  some  currait  riders  com- 
plain that  during  the  peak  hours, 
they  can't  even  board  the  very  jam- 
packed  express  buses  mid  way  Since 
high  ridership  lines  are  more  likely 
to  meet  operating  costs,  so  Muru's 
proposal  to  raise  higher  fares  for  the 
express  lines  (Premium  Monthly 
Pass)  are  really  unreasonable. 

Moreover,  since  the  three  ft9  Ex- 
press lines  sen'e  thousands  of  riders 
in  District  10,  our  economically  chal- 
lenged residents  wall  end  up  paying 
much  hi^er  fares.  If  Muni  plans  to 
charge  50  cents  for  transfers,  what 
proof  of  fares  can  riders  show  Muni 
inspectors  if  they  don't  need  ti^ans- 
fers?  Yes!  There's  also  a  proposal  to 
charge  meters  on  weekends.  It's  re- 
ally upsetting  to  read  more  of  Muni's 
proposed  raises.  They  should  curb 
wastes  and  excesses  of  expenses. 

For  this  reason,  1  have  drafted  a 
new  petition  ( in  another  e-mail )  to 
help  curb  the  fare  increases.  If  you 
can  help  me  circulate  to  get  support- 
ers to  sign,  please  contact  me.

Projected  $128.9  Million 
Deceit  Requires  Decisions 

As  a  result  ot  the  global  eco- 
nomic downturn,  a  national  reces- 
sion, the  elimination  of  state  fund- 
ing for  transit  operations  and  a 
City  budget  deficit  approaching  a 
half  billion  dollars,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  (SFMTA)  is  facing  an  un- 
precedented budget  del^icit  of 
$128.9  million  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  that  begins  on  July  1. 

The  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors 
will  be  considering  a  broad  range 
of  options  to  increase  revenues 
and  reduce  costs. 
*Fare  and  Fee  Increases:  Pro- 
posed increases  to  Muni  fares  and 
parking  fees,  fines  and  rates  and  a 
proposed  extension  of  parking 
meter  hours. 

•Service  Modifications  and  Re- 
ductions: Three  possible  compre- 
hensive options  of  service  cuts, 
reductions  and  modifications 
have  been  proposed.  If  approved 
these  cuts,  reductions  and  modi- 
fications would  most  likely  be 
implemented  in  September  Spe- 
cific details  of  each  of  these  three 
options  can  be  viewed  at 
www.sfmta.com/sfmtabudgel. 
Please  note  that  the  service  cuts, 
reductions  and  modifications  de- 
veloped in  response  to  the 
SFMTA's  unprecedented  budget 
deficit  do  not  represent  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  Transit  Effective- 
ness Project  (TEP).  However,  the 
proposed  reductions  and  modifi- 
cations have  been  informed  by  the 
data  collected  and  the  extensive 
public  input  received  during  the 
TEP  planning  phase.

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Get  to  Know  Your  Local  CBO 

For  close  to  five  years  1  worked  for 
the  Visitacion  Valley  Community 
Development  Corporation 
(WCDC).  In  March  1  was  asked  to 
leave  my  position  by  the  board, 
which  had  recently  acquired  new 
members-  While  1  was  the  Executive 
Director  of  WCDC,  1  often  heard 
from  residents  about  the  potentially 
toxic  effects  of  Community  Based 
Organizations  (CBOs)  on  the  neiglv 
borhood.  While  1  balked  at  the  criti- 
cism, in  many  ways  I  understood  the 
residents'  concerns.  Local  nonprofits 
and  CBOs  can  be  powerful  agents 
for  change  in  a  neighborhood  - 
change  that  can  be  positive  or  nega- 
tive. The  main  point  is  that  CBOs  can 
hold  significant  power,  period.  How 
thai  power  is  managed  is  an  impor- 
tant ca\'eat  and  lesson  for  residents 
of  a  neighborhood.  It  is  vital  that  con- 
cerned community  members  exer- 
cise their  rights  to  know  the  opera- 
tions of  a  CBO,  find  places  on  the 
board  of  directors,  and  volunteer 
their  time  to  help  guide  these  local 
agencies  in  ways  that  are  beneficial 
to  the  community, 

CBOs  receive  funding  for  work 
that  cities,  counties,  states,  philan- 
thropists and  others  feel  is  necessary 
in  a  nei^borhood.  The  City,  for  ex- 
ample, might  want  to  see  improve- 
ments in  the  business  district,  or  may 
want  to  provide  funding  to  help  low 
income  persons  find  work  or  job 
training.  Philanthropic  orgaruzations 
may  have  special  projects  they 
would  like  to  see  h.ilfilled,  sudi  as 
more  environmentally  friendly  con- 
struction projects,  or  better 
healthcare  options  offered  to  resi- 
dents. States  often  have  an  interest 
in  seeing  that  children  have  after 
school  programs  and  educational  as- 
sistance. These  entities  will  send 
money  to  a  CBO,  often  with  a  strict 
and  solid  agreement  for  services. 
CBOs  in  many  respects  are  agents 
of  these  funders,  and  responsive  to 
the  requests  they  make  that  a  par- 
ticular program  or  goal  be  imple- 
mented ,  All  of  these  goals  are  gener- 
ally seen  as  "good"  but  the  devil  is 
always  in  the  details.  How  are  these 
goals  accomplished?  Could  CBOs  be 
tempted  to  aggrandize  a  problem  in 
order  to  receive  more  funding?  Are 
the  people  who  run  the  programs 
effective,  and  accountable  for  the 
money  they  receive? 

There  is  oversight  of  CBOs, 
mostly  by  funders  and  nonprofit 
govemance  laws  and  regulations. 
However,  the  day  today  operations 
of  a  CBO  are  largely  monitored  by 
its  staff.  The  Executive  Director  sets 
the  tone  in  how  he  or  she  tracks  the 
progress  of  its  programs,  trains  its 
workers  and  by  establishing  a  sort 
of  ethical  and  moral  oversight  of  the 
work.  The  work  must  be  necessary 
to  help  those  identified  by  the  CBO, 
should  not  create  further  problems 
in  the  neighborhood  and  should  be 
accomplished  in  a  professional 
manner  The  work  of  diat  Executive 
Director  should  then  be  overseen  by 
an  informed  and  involved  board  of 
directors. 

TTiis  is  where  the  community  has 
responsibilit)'  to  demand  more  of  its 
local  CBOs,  Get  to  know  what  CBOs 
are  in  your  neighborhood.  Find  out 
what  they  do,  how  they  do  it,  and 
demand  transparency  and  account- 
ability. Don't  be  shy  about  writing  to 
the  Mayor's  office  or  your  local  rep-

resentative  to  complain  about  the 
work  you  see,  or  to  praise  the  work 
that  is  being  done.  Ixxal  CBOs  of- 
ten lack  tfie  ability  to  advertise  their 
work,  but  you  will  see  them  at  events 
widi  bootKs  or  flyers  Get  to  know 
these  folks  and  ask  them  what  kind 
of  work  tliey  are  doing,  ITiey  will  be 
thrilled  to  know  you  care.  Attend 
board  meetings  (board  meetingsare 
often  open  to  the  public);  you  have 
the  right  to  ask  to  see  their  yeariy 
reports.  Visit  their  websites 
(V  VCDCs  website  is  vvcdc.org)  and 
contact  the  persons  listed  to  find  out 
more  abtiut  their  programs.  Look  at 
the  directors  of  the  nonprofit  -  what 
are  tlieir  interests  on  the  board? 
Board  members  are  usually  very 
happy  to  talk  about  theorganizations 
they  represent  and  part  of  their  job 
is  to  be  the  brains  of  the  CBO  -  witli 
information  about  the  mission  and 
direction  of  the  organization.  Direc- 
tors of  the  board  are  ideally  persons 
who  are  passionate  about  the  cause 
the  CBO  serves  and  join  the  board 
because  they  want  to  see  positive 
changes  in  a  region,  neighborhood, 
or  around  a  certain  cause.  Directors 
are  normally  not  piiid  to  do  the  work 
they  do  -  they  function  as  volunteers 
and  use  their  positions  to  advancs^ 
the  cause  they  believe  in  -  not  their 
own  agendas. 

During  my  tenure  at  WCDC,  our 
mission  was  to  provide  safe  and  af- 
fordable housing  at  Heritage  Homes, 
operate  the  Village  Community  Cen- 
ter on  Sunnydale  Avenue,  and  work 
to  help  recruit  local  residents  for  jobs 
and  training,  including  in  the  Green 
Job  sector  WCDC  also  worked  witli 
local  residents  toestablishVVBOOM 
{Visitadon  Valley  Business  Opportu- 
nities and  Outreach  to  Merdiants) 
which  helps  to  increase  success  of  the 
Leland  Bayshore  shopping  area. 
VVBOOM  led  by  its  Program  Man- 
ager Nick  Wolff  also  puts  on  the  fijn, 
exdting  and  successful  Leland  Av- 
enue Street  Fair. 

Wliileal  WCDC  1  worked  for  sev- 
eral years  to  obtain  fiinding  to  ex- 
tend the  space  at  the  Village  so  we 
could  offer  job  training  and  youth 
programming  fadlities.

The  so- 
lar panels  and  the  management  prac- 
tices at  the  Village  make  it  a  model 
for  sustainable  community  space  in 
the  Valley

Chinatown  merchants  should 
support  our  petition  efforts  be- 
cause if  our  current  direct  con- 
nections to  Chinatown  are  inter- 
rupted, their  businesses  can  be 
negatively  affected,  too.

New  Projects  for  McLaren  Park

Several  projects  are  "in  the  pipeline"  for  McLaren  Park.  It  is  an 
excellent  exercise  in  patience  to  continue  contacting,  negotiating, 
requesting  and  waiting  for  responses  when  some  project  or 
improvement  is  proposed  for  the  park.  We  give  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  groups  such  as  Friends  of  McLaren  Park  and  Help 
McLaren  Park  for  their  dedication  and  persistence,  and  we  also 
must  acknowledge  that  in  these  tight  money  times  park  managers, 
gardeners  and  maintenance  people  are  doing  their  best  on  short 
budgets  and  short  staff. 

The  restrooms  continue  to  be  open  seven  days  a  week,  and  when 
one  weekend  they  were  not,  there  was  quick  response  to  park 
users'  phone  calls  and  e-mails.  Remember,  you  can  report 
maintenance  problems  and  needs  to:  www.parkscan.org 

The  placement  of  green,  blue  and  black  waste  containers  requires 
study  to  determine  placement,  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  soon 
be  installed,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  wants  the  focus 
to  be  on  green.  Personally  I  hope  picnicking  people  can  focus  on 
the  use  of  all  three  bins;  bottles,  cans  and  bottle  caps  are  frequently 
tossed  around,  aluminum  trays  of  food  are  sometimes  left  on  the 
tables,  and  tiny  balloons  and  other  party  leavings  are  a  danger  to 
animals  and  birds  as  well  as  messy  to  look  at.  Our  gardeners 
shouldn't  have  to  be  janitors,  cleaning  up  behind  people  who  use 
the  picnic  areas. 

There  has  been  a  go-ahead  approval  to  install  the  new  tabletops 
and  benches  at  the  group  picnic  area,  so  we  may  see  installation 
in  the  next  month  or  two.  This  project  may  be  a  record-breaker  in 
time  taken  to  accomplish,  since  the  grant  for  the  money  was 
approved  two  years  ago,  and  the  material  has  been  in  storage  for 
a  heck  of  a  long  time. 

On  Saturday,  April  1 1 ,  the  volunteer  organization  One  Brick  joined 
Help  McLaren  Park  neighbors  in  planting  and  maintenance  tasks 
at  Yosemite  Marsh.  Help  McLaren  Park  is  a  partner  with  the 
Neighborhood  ParksCoundl,  and  thanks  go  to  Charles  and  Trilce 
Farrugia  for  their  leadership  in  getting  neighbors  together.

Celebrating  the  Work  of  a  Famed  Architect

About  6(H  people  gathered  at  St.  James  Presbyterian  Church  on 
Sunday,  April  19  to  hiear  Mark  Wilson's  presentation  with  slides 
about  Julia  Morgan,  famed  American  architect  who  was  the 
architect  for  tlie  church  that  was  completed  and  dedicated  in  1923. 
Mr.  Wilson  is  the  author  of  julia  Morgan:  Architect  of  Beauty, 
which  is  his  third  book  on  Bay  Area  architecture.  He  has  studied 
architecture  and  has  written  and  lectured  about  Julia  Morgan  for 
more  that  30  years.  He  teaches  art  history  at  Santa  Rosa 
Community  College,  and  a  course  on  Morgan,  and  one  on  Bernard 
Maybeck,  at  UC  Berkeley  Extension. 

For  those  unfamiliar  with  the  story,  a  group  of  people  started  a 
Sunday  school  in  Visitacion  Valley  in  1906.  The  response  from 
the  adults  of  the  community  was  positive  enough  to  lead  to  the 
decision  to  build  a  Presbyterian  church  in  the  Valley,  and  so  in 
1906  a  small  church  was  built  on  the  front  of  the  lot  at  240  Leiand 
Ave.  In  1908  a  gym  was  constructed  behind  the  church  to  provide 
recreation  for  the  youth. 

By  1920  the  congregation  had  grovm  to  the  point  that  the  decision 
was  made  to  build  a  larger  church  on  the  same  site.  The  original 
building  was  moved  and  is  still  in  use  as  a  residence  today  Julia 
Morgan  was  engaged  as  architect  for  the  project  and  the  new 
building  was  completed  and  dedicated  in  April,  1923.  The 
beautiful  stained  glass  window  depicting  "The  Sower"  from  one 
of  Jesus'  parables  was  found  in  a  deserted  church  in  a  ghost  town 
somewhere  in  Nevada. 

Mr.  Wilson  told  the  story  of  Morgan's  education  and  her 
persistence  in  getting  her  education  and  license  to  practice  as  an 
architect  at  a  time  when  architecture  was  seen  as  a  strictly  male 
profession.  He  described  her  dedication  to  women's  rights  and 
her  insistence  when  designing  buildings  for  women  that  the  rooms 
provide  adequate  and  comfortable  living  space,  as  exemplified 
in  the  San  Francisco  YWCA.  Tlie  slides  depicted  her  talent  in 
designing  homes  and  other  buildings  that  used  natural  materials 
around  the  site,  and  her  meticulous  attention  to  what  the  building 
owners  wanted. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  unusual  homes  in  this  regard  is  the  house 
that  contains  not  one  right  angle.  The  owner  believed  that  ghosts 
could  gather  in  90  degree  angles,  so  required  that  none  be  in  her 
home,  and  Morgan  was  able  to  comply  with  this  and  produce  an 
aesthetically  pleasing  and  comfortable  house  at  the  same  time. 

One  of  the  slides  shown  was  the  clock  tower  at  Mills  College, 
designed  by  Morgan  in  1903.  Her  skill  included  the  use  of 
reinforced  concrete,  and  the  tower  is  the  first  construction  utilizing 
the  concrete  in  a  building  west  of  the  Mississippi  (1903). 

The  audience  enjoyed  the  lechjreand  slides,  followed  by  a  lively 
question  and  answer  session  with  the  author.  All  then  proceeded 
to  the  church  social  hall  to  enjoy  the  historical  display  and  have  a 
piece  of  anniversary  cake,  since  the  103rd  anniversary  of  the 
formation  of  the  church  was  also  being  celebrated. 

A  pleasant  surprise  for  the  congregation  was  the  presentation  of 
a  certificate  of  congratulations  and  thanks  to  the  church  for  its 
continuing  service  to  the  community,  which  was  obtained  by 
Assemblywoman  Fiona  Ma. 

The  program  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Visitacion  Valley  History 
Project  and  the  San  Francisco  Friends  of  the  Library.  Proceeds  have 
been  shared  with  the  church  and  our  neighborhood  library  fund.

( Book  Review  ) 

How  to  Protect  Your 
Kids  from  the  Recession 

Whether  you've  been  hit  hard  by 
the  recession  or  not,  kids  and  fami- 
lies may  be  reeling  from  the  effects 
of  the  troubled  times  without  a 
frame  of  reference  for  how  tough 
it  is  out  there. 

Arun  Abey,  former  investment 
strategist  and  author  of  the  book 
How  Much  is  Enough,  from 
Greenleaf  Book  Group  Press 
(www.howmuchisenough.net), 
believes  that  parentsdon't  just  need 
to  teach  their  kids  about  finances, 
but  also  about  the  relationship  be- 
tween money  and  quality  of  life. 

"It's  not  easy  to  say  that  money 
isn't  everything  in  a  recession,  but 
it  isn't,"  Abey  said.  "Ifs  so  easy  to 
fall  into  the  trap  of  making  sure 
your  kids  understand  the  impor- 
tance of  making  a  good  living  fi- 
nancially, but  if  we  leave  out  the 
part  about  lasting  fulfillment  in 
their  careers,  we're  shortchanging 
them.  It  leads  to  the  avaricious  cor- 
porate behavior  that  has  been  ram- 


p£int  in  recent  years  where  people 
pursue  ever  more  money  with  no 
sense  of  meaning  or  perspective." 

Still,  Abey  also  believes  we  need 
to  get  our  kids  sma  rt  abou  t  finances 
early  to  help  protect  them  now  and 
in  the  future.  To  that  end,  he  offers 
some  basic  tips  for  families  who 
want  to  get  themselves  -  and  their 
kids  ~  smart  now  about  financial 
matters. 

•Don't  Let  Money  Be  Invisible  - 
Working-class  families  during  the 
Great  Depression  routinely  set  jars 
out  in  full  view  of  the  family 
marked  'Rent,"  "Ftxid,"  "Clothes," 
and  so  on,  showing  everyone 
where  the  money  went.  Today, 
money  comes  out  of  ATMs,  and  is 
spent  via  debit  cards  and  credit 
cards  -  invisible  to  kids  as  to  where 
it  comes  from  and  where  it  goes. 
Kids  lack  a  frame  of  reference. 

*Give  Kids  Responsibility  for 
Spending  -  One  of  the  ways  to  get 
kids  smart  fast  is  to  present  a  situ- 
ation in  which  real  consequences 
exist,  by  placing  them  in  charge  of 
their  discretionary  spending.  If 
they  receive  an  allowance,  then 
parents  should  require  their  kids 


Teaching  Kids  to  Accept  Being  Different 


Children  don't  have  the  same  fil- 
ter between  their  brains  and  their 
mouths  that  adults  do,  and  if  you 
need  evidence  of  that,  just  think 
back  to  any  moment  of  embarrass- 
ment caused  by  your  child's  ultra- 
honesty. 

It's  one  thing  for  an  odult  to  see 
someone  who  is  obese  and  think, 
"he's  fat,"  but  children  are  more 
than  likely  to  point  and  say  in  a 
loud,  non-indoor  voice,  "Wow, 
Mommy,  he's  fat!" 

Children  are  moreattuned  todif- 
ferences,  both  in  physical  stahjre 
and  behavior,  and  have  a  tendency 
to  point  them  out  in  other  children, 
causing  distress  and  anxiety.  How- 
ever, according  to  at  least  one  ex- 
pert, it  is  not  only  possible  to  teadi 
them  to  be  more  accepting,  but  ifs 
also  possible  to  condition  those  who 
are  different  to  accept  themselves, 
as  well. 

Kari  Kay,  author  of  Floppy  Cat, 
from  the  Floppy  Cat  Company 
(www.floppycat.com)  based  her 
children's  book  on  the  life  of  her  real 
cat.  Floppy,  who  was  bom  with  a 
balance  problem  that  hjmed  his 
normal  feline  gait  into  a  staccato 
strut,  making  every  step  a  challenge. 
She  is  using  his  trials  as  a  metaphor 
for  the  differences  children  are 
prone  to  spot. 

"Floppy  was  t>om  with  very  little 
balance  control  which  made  his 
daily  life  very  difficult,"  Kay  said. 
"He  had  two  other  siblings  (hat 
were  bom  with  the  same  challenges, 
lliey  laid  around  most  of  tlie  day 
letting  their  challenges  get  tlie  best 
of  them,  while  Floppy  reacted  dif- 


ferently. He  spent  his  days  taking 
on  one  adventure  after  another. 
Rarely  did  you  see  Floppy  in  one 
place  for  very  long.  Floppy  enjoyed 
his  life.  Never  letting  his  challenges 
stand  in  his  way  of  having  fun," 
Her  tips  for  children  include: 

*Keep  your  head  help  high  at  all 
times  -  No  matter  your  situation, 
always  have  faith  that  being  your- 
self is  more  than  enough  to  making 
the  most  out  of  life. 

*Don't  let  cliallenges  hold  you  back 
from  doing  or  getting  what  you 
want  -  Life  isn't  always  going  to  be 
easy,  but  that  doesn't  mean  you 
should  let  its  challenges  hold  you 
back.

Hands  On  Literacy  Workshop 

Jumpstart  and  the  Family  and  Community  Services  Center  held  a 
workshop  tor  parents  and  children  on  March  25th  to  help  parents 
learn  to  bring  out  their  child's  natural  curiosity  and  develop  early 
literacy.  Dinner  and  childcare  were  provided. 

This  workshop  was  part  of  a  seven  session  series  ot  workshops 
with  topics  that  address  recommendations  listed  in  the  Kindergar- 
ten Standards.  The  goal  is  to  provide  families  and  caregivers  some 
tips  and  strategies  to  help  their  child  get  ready  for  kindergarten 
Additionally  bringing  parents  together  allows  them  a  chance  to  share 
some  challenges  and  triumphs  with  other  families. 

All  workshops  are  translated  in  to  Spanish  and  Cantonese.  Future 
workshops  will  be  held  weekly  through  May  6th.  The  topics  of  the 
seven  workshops  are:  Emergent  Literacy,  Early  Reading,  Print  Aware- 
ness, Early  Writing,  Phonemic  Awareness,  Vocabulary  Building,  and 
Celebration 

Cleaning  Your  Home  the  Safe  and  Green  Way 

David  Lo  from  SFDPH  came  to  show  the  approximately  1 S  families 
in  attendance  at  a  Parent  Education  Workshop  on  Mardi  26  how  to 
keep  their  house  clean  and  safe  without  using  products  that  are  harm- 
ful to  the  environment.  The  workshop  was  conducted  in  three  lan- 
guages with  the  help  of  jermy  Sosa,  who  translated  for  tlie  Spanish 
speaking  parents  and  Jack  Kwong  who  translated  for  the  Cantonese 
speaking  parents. 

Mr.  Lo  suggests  that  we  all  throw  out  our  bleacli,  Ajax,  409  and 
Windex.  What  are  the  alternatives?  Environmentally  safe  cleaning 
products  are  available  at  Target,  WaJgreens  and  Safeway  and  they 
don't  cost  too  much  more  than  the  non-green  products.  But  Mr  Lo 
suggests  that  we  stop  buying  cleaning  products  all  together  and  make 
our  own.  It  sounded  difficult  at  first,  but  he  showed  us  that  we  prob- 
ably already  have  environmentally  safe  ingredients  in  our  homes. 
Borax,  vinegar,  lemons  and  hydrogen  peroxide  will  serve  us  as  well 
or  better  than  conventional  cleaning  products,  even  bleach 

Many  of  the  parents  attending  the  workshop  were  concerned  that 
"environmentally  safe"  means  "doesn't  really  work."  Not  so  says  Mr. 
Lo!  You  can  make  drain  de;iner  with  vinegar  and  baking  soda  that 
will  work  just  as  well  as  Drano.  Even  more  imp>ortantly,  when  it  goes 
down  the  drain,  it  won't  pollute  the  Bay.  Further,  do  you  read  ingredi- 
ent labels?  Many  cleaning  products  have  labels  that  read  DANGER 
or  CAUTION.  When  these  words  are  on  the  label,  the  products  are 
not  safe  around  your  children. 

Mr  Lo  wanted  to  use  the  dry  erase  board  to  illustrate  a  point  and  he 
was  handed  a  container  of  disinfecting  wipes  to  clean  it.  Although  it 
was  somewhat  ironic,  Mr  Lo  was  not  amused.  He  asked  the  parents 
not  touse  these  wipes  ever  They  not  only  contain  chemicals,  but  they 
increase  the  amount  of  garbage  tliat  ends  up  in  landfills.  Use  plain 
unscented  soap  and  water  to  clean  your  kitchen  counters  and  vinegar 
on  a  pre\iou-^I\'  re  .id  newspaper  like  Sing  Tao.

Questionable  Fate  for  Vintage  Visitacion  Valley  Building

In  the  year  1900,  San  Francisco's 
population  wasjust  under  345,000, 
Mayor  )ames  Phelan  had  just  out- 
lawed cemeteries  within  the  City 
limits,  Walter  Schlage  was  still  an 
employee  of  the  Western  Electric 
Company;  thecompany  to  bear  his 
name  was  two  decades  into  the  fu- 
tijne, 

In  the  year  1900,  Visitadon  Valley 
was  more  pasture  then  neighbor- 
hood. A  sleepy  collection  of  family 
farms,  dairies,  and  homesteads  dot- 
ted the  open  landscape.  The  (dirt) 
roads  and  blocks  that  we  know  to- 
day were  laid,  but  it  would  take 
another  generation  before  the  fine- 
grained fabric  of  homes  and  paved 
streets  could  fully  develop. 

Gt)'  records  indicatethat  the  house 
located  at  3 i 8  Arleta  Ave.  was  built 
in  1900.  The  house  still  stands  to- 
day but  its  looks  a  bit  run  down. 
The  paint  has  faded  and  peeled, 
weeds  sprout  from  cracks  in  the 
sidewalk,  and  a  water  department 
'shut  off  notice  is  pasted  on  a 
t>oarded  up  wmdow.  From  the 
outside  it  looks  as  if  318  Arleta  Ave. 
mi^t  not  last  another  year  let  alone 
another  century. 

Last  month,  the  Grapevine 
printed  a  list  of  run  down  proper- 
ties that  appeared  dilapidated  to 
the  point  of  abandonment.  318 
Arleta  Ave  (316  Arleta  Ave.  was 
listed  last  month  but  318  Arleta 
Ave.  is  the  offidal  address.  316  is 
a  secondary  unit)  was  such  a  prop- 
erty. On  a  tip  from  a  dedicated 
Grapevine  reader,  more  of  the 
story  can  now  be  revealed. 

The  unassuming  two  story  farm- 
house was  previous  owned  by  tlie 
Frank  Quinones  Living  Trust.  Tlie 
property  was  sold  in  August  of 2007 
for  the  princely  sum  of  $1,029,5(X) 
to  a  Mr.  Sergio  lantorno.  Mr. 
lantomo  is  a  real  estate  speculator 
and  owner  of  Realty  West,  a  firm 
thai  is  dassified  as  a  "land  sub  di- 
vider" company  Mr  lantomo  has 
a  colorful  reputation.  A  Google 
search  of  his  name  reveals  that  he  is 
listed  as  one  of  the  "Bay  Area's  43 
Worst  Slumlords."  The  million  dol- 
lar plus  sales  price  may  seem  strato- 
spheric for  this  quiet  block  of 
Visitadon  Valley  if  not  for  the  fact 
Uiat  318  Arleta  Ave,  sits  on  a  7,500 
square  fool  lot.  This  is  three  times 
the  size  of  the  standard  2,500  squa  re 
fool  lot.  There  are  two  stmctures  on 
the  lot.  The  old  farmhouse,  whidi 
sitsdead  center  on  the  property,  and 
a  small  detached  garage  to  its  left. 
The  right  side  of  the  lot  is  vacant. 

In  Febmaryof  2008,a  Departmoit 
of  Building  Inspection  permit  was 
issued  to  do  interiors  remodeling, 
endose  all  property  line  windows, 
modify  stairs  and  a  rear  deck,  and 
relocate  the  entry  door  to  "unit 
f316."  The  new  owner  later  ap- 
plied to  subdivide  the  7,500  square 
foot  lot  into  three  2,500  square  foot 
lotson  November  1 1, 2008.

California  Bungalow 

TlieCalitornia  Bungalow  owes 
its  existence  to  a  style  of  hous- 
ing common  to  the  Bengal  rc 
gion  of  the  Indian  /  Bangladesh 
Subcontinent.  The  word  "bun 
galow"  is  derived  from  thv 
Hindustani  word  "bangia 
which  translates  to  "a  house  in 
the  Bengal  style",  ITie  "bangia 
incorporated  local  building  ma- 
terials for  construction  and  in- 
cluded features  that  were  de- 
signed make  the  most  of  the 
region's  humid  subtropical  cli- 
mate. The  small  detached  single 
story  structures  facilitated  air 
circulation  by  placing  windows 
on  all  sides.  TTieir  low  pitched 
roofs  overhung  the  building  face 
shading  exterior  walls  while  the 
thick  thatched  roofing  material 
helped  to  control  interior  tem- 
perature fluctuations.  Hiedefin- 
ing  featureof  the  "bangia"  was  its 
wide  veranda  (porch)  that  pro- 
vided shelter  during  heavy  rains 
as  well  as  a  sitting  area  to  caphire 
breezesduringhot  summers.  TTie 
porch  wasa  year  round  extension 
of  the  interior  living  space.  Dur- 
ing the  late  1800s,  the  "bangia" 
style  was  adapted  by  colonial  Brit- 
ons as  vacation  /  summer  houses 
along  costal  resorts.  The  bunga- 
low was  bom. 

Thebungalow  was  introduced  to 
America  near  the  turn  of  tlie 20th 
century  and  is  typified  by  similar 
features  as  the  original  but  oftt  n 
includes  a  modest  second  ston 
Bungalows  became  wildly  popu- 
lar They  were  simple  and  afford- 
able to  constructed  yet  highly 
customizable.  This  customization 
was  a  hallmark  of  the  "Arts  and 
Crafts"  movement  of  which  bun- 
galows have  a  strong  association. 
Because  of  their  countless  varia- 
tions on  a  theme,  bungalows 
played  a  major  roll  in  the  eariy 
1900s  mail  order  homes  phenom- 
enon .  As  the  bungalow  spread 
across  the  continent  they  were 
adapted  to  local  building  materi- 
als and  regional  preference.  For 
example,  theCalifomia  Bungalow

was  most  often  clad  in  wood,  stone- 
work, and  stucco  while  the  Chicago 
Bungalow  was  generally  clad  in 
brick.  The  Milwaukee  Bungalow  is 
notable  for  its  second  story  street 
facing  gable  end  (the  California 
Bungalow  preferred  facing  the 
gable  end  to  the  side). 
Unfortunately  there  aren't  many 
bungalows  in  Visitacion  Valley.  By 
the  time  our  neighborhood  wasex- 
periencing  major  population 
growth  in  the  late  1920s,  theSxIOO 
lot  had  become  the  standard  mak- 
ing it  impractical  to  construct  these 


small  detached  homes.  Also  mail 
order  homes  were  no  longer  eco- 
nomical ascustomization  gave  way 
to  standardization.  Visitacion 
Valle/s  best  example  of  a  bungalow 
is  located  on  the  first  block  of 
Raymond  Ave.  This  home  has  the 
classic  features  such  as  the  low 
pitclied  overhanging  roof  and  open 
ptirch.  Another  fine  example  can  be 
found  on  the  100  block  of  Peabody 
St.  This  home  has  the  right  propor- 
tions and  features  but  appears  to 
have  been  expanded  to  include  a 
partial  second  story  and  a  garage. 


Although  not  true  bungalows 
(they  lack  the  prominent  porch) 
nearly  every  home  along 
McDonald  Ave  exhibit  bungaloid 
features. 

The  Marina 

[■A-en  \\^obC  with  or\ly  a  passing  in- 
terest in  local  building  styles  can 
easily  identify  The  Marina.  This 
stucco  clad  residential  building  is 
defined  by  its  bowed  front  fa(;ade 
that  is  lined  by  a  bay  of  windows 
(usually  four  or  five).  Most  Marina 
style  homes  have  their  front  doors 
located  on  the  second  floor,  ac- 
cessed by  exterior  stairs  along  one 
side  of  the  building.  The  garage 
door  is  often  set  back  from  the 
property  line  in  a  shallow  alcove. 
A  secondary  entr)'  to  the  garage  is 
generally  located  in  this  recess. 
Roofs  are  flat,  but  the  roofline  will 
vary  greatly  from  building  to 
building.  The  Marina  may  have  a 
standardized  form  but  the  street 
face  varies  greatiy  by  clever  varia- 
tion of  minorexterior  details.  Add 
a  row  of  clay  roof  tiles  The  Marina 
becomes  a  "Spanish  Revival".  In- 
corporate geometric  embellish- 
ments, the  building  becomes  'Art 
Deco".  Strip  away  all  and  it  be- 
comes "Modem". 

The  interior  layout  of  The  Marina 
is  nolewortliy  because  it  dedicates 
the  entire  front  of  the  building  to 
the  shared  rooms  of  the  house  (liv- 
ing room  /dining  room.)  The  pri- 
vate rooms  (bedrooms)  are  forced 
to  the  rear  with  kitchens  and  baths 
in  the  middle.  Although  designed 
to  fit  on  long  and  narrow  lots.  The 
Marina  can  also  be  detached  on 
both  sides  if  the  lot  happens  to  be 
under  then  25  feet.  The  Marina  lo- 
cated on  the  400  block  of  Blanken 
Ave  isdeattached  and  incorporates 
a  shallow  bay  window  on  one  side. 

Yes,  The  Marina  did  originate  in  the 
Marina  District  The  style  emerged 
shortly  after  the  demolition  of  the 
1915  Pan  Pacific  Exposition  fair- 
grounds left  vast  acresof  the  Marina 
Districtavailable  for  new  home  con- 
structioa  The  Marina  filled  the  need 
and  was  quickly  adopted  throu^- 
out  the  dty  as  a  simple  and  efficient 
design.  Tlie  Marina  style  not  only 
originated  in  San  Frandsco  i  t  is  randy 
if  every  found  outside  of  the  im- 
mediate region. 

It's  not  difficult  to  find  Marina 
style  buildings  in  Visitacion  Val- 
ley. The  first  block  of  Desmond  St 
has  five  buildings  that  illustrate 
how  simple  exterior  changes  influ- 
ence the  entire  block  face.  The  fi  rst 
block  of  Cora  St.  has  tliree  inter- 
esting examples.  Several  of  the 
newer  homes  along  the  100  block 
of  Delta  St  show  the  Marina  influ- 
ence with  their  bowed  windows.

A  New  Home  for  314  Arleta  Avenue?

A  new  single  family  home  has 
been  propo«<i  for  a  vacant  lot  on 
the  300  Block  of  Arieta  Ave.  The 
blueprints  (which  were  drawn  up 
by  the  same  fi mi  that  designed  the 
building  currently  under  constmc- 
tion  at  Blanken  Ave.  and  Bayshore 
Blvd.)  depicts  a  modest  two  story 
house  that  is  in  scale  with  the  other 
homes  on  block  face.  Yet,  one 
might  question  some  elements  of 
tlie  interior  floor  plan  layout. 

The  ground  floor  is  configured  in 
such  a  manner  that  allows  for  tlie 
easy  addition  of  a  in-law  unit. 


which  based  upon  zoning,  would 
be  illegal.  The  ground  floor  in- 
dudesa  bedroom,  a  full  bathroom, 
and  family  room  behind  a  single 
car  garage. 

No  kitchen  is  depicted  on  the 
plans,  but  with  creative  construc- 
tion techniques  a  conversion 
would  be  effortless.  The  upper 
floor  has  tliree  bedrooms  and  two 
full  bathrooms. 

There  is  also  an  extremely  large 
roof  850  square  fool  deck.  The 
plans  for  314  Arleta  Ave.  are  in  the 
final  stages  of  approval.  No  word 
as  to  when  constru ction  will  begi n . 


New  Home  Construction  Rises  in  March 


SACRAMKNTO  -  New-home 
construction  in  California  jumped 
sharply  in  March  compared  to 
February,  which  the  California 
Building  Industry  Association 
said  was  a  clear  sign  that  the 
homebuyer  tax  credit  enacted  in 
the  beginning  of  March  is  helping 
to  clear  out  inventory  and  gener- 
ate new-home  construction. 

According  to  statistics  compiled 
by  the  Construction  Industry  Re- 
search Board,  3,317  permits  were 
pulled  throughout  Califomia  dur- 
ing the  month  of  March,  down  31 
percent  when  compared  to  the 
same  month  a  year  ago  but  up  39 
percent  from  February. 

Robert  Rivinius,  CBIA's  Presi- 
dent and  CEO,  said  the  substantial 
increase  in  production  over  Febru- 
ary indicates  that  builders  are  gain- 
ing confidence  due  to  increased 
sales  generated  by  the  tax  credit, 
but  said  that  more  needs  to  be  done 
to  keep  the  momentiam  going. 

"Our  elected  officials  took  a  great 
first  step  in  enacting  the 
homebuyer  tax  credit  earlier  this 
year,  for  which  we  are  very  grate- 
ful," Rivinius  said.  "It's  having  the 
desired  effect  of  stimulating 
homebuying,  which  in  turn  will 
generate  constmction  meaning  lax 


revenues  for  the  state  and  local 
govemment,  while  putting  people 
back  to  work. 

"But  the  allocated  funds  for  the 
credit  are  being  rapidly  absorbed, 
which  is  why  we  believe  a  second 
round  of  the  tax  credit  to  extend  it 
further  would  be  extremely  help- 
ful in  keeping  the  momentum  go- 
ing and  reinvigorating  the  overall 
economy" 

Rivinius  dted  reports  from  the 
Franchise  Tax  Board  saying  one- 
third  of  the  $100  million  allocated 
for  the  tax  credit  had  already  been 
applied  for  in  the  first  six  weeks 
since  being  enarted. 

In  March,  single-family  permits 
totaled  1,790,  down  43  percent 
when  compared  to  March  2008, 
but  up  37  percent  from  Febarary. 
Multifamily  permits  totaled  1,572, 
down  10  percent  from  the  same 
month  a  year  ago,  but  up  41  per- 
cent from  Febmary. 

CIRB  is  now  forecasting  permits 
will  be  pulled  for  just  44,400  total 
units  in  2009,  which  would  be  by 
far  the  lowest  total  on  record,  down 
31  percent  from  the  record-low 
64,752  units  produced  in  2008. 
Hiat  forecast  could  go  up,  how- 
ever, as  new  homebuyers  re-enter 
the  market. 
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More  Than  $1  Billion 
Capital  Investments 
For  Job  Creation 

Mayor  Newsom  on  Apr  23  an- 
nounced that  San  Francisco's  en- 
terprise departments  plan  for  over 
$1  billion  for  infrastructure 
projects  that  are  already  under- 
way or  will  begin  in  the  coming 
year,  which  will  create  or  preserve 
thousands  of  jobs.  These  invest- 
ments will  be  in  addition  to  hun- 
dreds of  millions  in  federal  stimu- 
lus funding  the  City  expects  to  re- 
ceive during  the  coming  year 

Hie  Mayor  issued  his  proposed 
budget  for  enterprise  departments 
on  May  1.  The  enterprise  depart- 
mentsof  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Frandsco  include  the  San  Frandsco 
Internationa!  Airport  (SFO),  the 
Munidpal  Transportation  Agency 
(MTA),  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission (PUC)  and  the  Port  of  San 
Frandsco  (Port).  Enterprise  depart- 
ments do  not  receive  money  from 
the  City's  General  Fund.  Much  of 
tlieir  fimding  will  center  on  infra- 
stmcture  related  projects  with  par- 
ticular focus  on  economic  recovery 
and  job  creation. 

The  MTA:  Ihe  federal  stimulus 
package  providesan  initial  allocation 
of  $67M  to  the  MI  A,  which  is  the 
largest  transit  agency  allocation  in 
the  region.  It  will  be  used  to  fund  a 
dozen  "shovel  ready"  projects  de- 
signed to  rehabilitate,  update  and 
renew  transit  vehicles,  facilities  and 
vital  S)'stems  as  well  as  to  improve 
customer  convenience  featiares.  In 
addition  to  the  federal  stimulus 
funding,  the  SFMTA's  10-year  capi- 
tal plan  includes  over  300  projects. 
MTA  plans  to  spend  approximately 
S335M  on  infrastru chare  projects 
du  ring  FY  2010,  creating  and  retain- 
ing an  estimated  10,000  jobs 

The  Port:  The  Port  has$161  mil- 
lion worth  of  new  capital  projects 
that  will  get  underway  in  2009. 
Those  projects  will  create  1,161 
jobs  and  will  also  yield  future  eco- 
nomic reHims  by  revitallaing  our 
waterfront.  Upcoming  projects 
include:  construction  of  the  new 
Cruise  Terminal;  redevelopment 
of  Pies  19  or  23;  the  Backlands/

Open  House  for  Valley  in  May  at  Hawkins  Youth  Clinic 


An  Open  House  on  May  13  has 
been  organized  at  Hawkins  Youth 
Clinic  for  Wednesday,  May  13  from 
3  to  6  p.m.  to  invite  youth  and  tlieir 
families,  residents,  community 
leaders  and  other  Visitacion  Valley 
sTipporters  to  celebrate  community 
with  food,  drink,  games,  prizes  and 
entertainment.  Hawkins  Youth 
Clinic  encourages  people  to  attend, 
meet  staff  and  tou  r  the  facility,  gain- 
ing a  greater  understanding  of  what 
the  clinic  offers  and  how  it  can  con- 
tribute to  the  work  of  others  in  the 
neighborhood. 

Darryl  Hawkins  was  a  young 
man  whose  work  as  a  social  worker 
made  an  impact  in  Visitacion  Val- 
ley. Mr.  Hawkins  died  at  a  young 
age  of  a  heart  attack  and  to  acknowl- 
edge  him  and  his  work,  the 
Hawkins  Health  Clinic  was  named 
in  his  honor.  The  clinic  serves  the 
Visitacion  Valley  community  and 
has  been  operating  in  different  ca- 
pacities for  a  number  of  years. 

In  the  winter  of  2007,  Hawkins 
Youth  Clinic  became  part  of  Com- 
munity Health  Programs  for  Youth, 
directed  by  Michael  Baxter.  MSW 
and  Susan  Obata,  MD.  a  division  of 
the  Community  Health  Network  of 


the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

Now,  located  at  1099  Sunnydale 
Ave.  on  the  3rd  floor,  the  Hawkins 
Youth  Clinic  is  focused  on  serving 
youth  who  are  between  12  and  24 
years  of  age  and  is  open  two  after- 
noons per  week;  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday.  All  services  are  pro- 
vided at  no  cost  to  the  youth  and 
no  health  insurance  coverage  is  nec- 
essary. They  currently  offer  confi- 
dential reproductive  health  services 
in  the  form  of  pregnancy  tests,  STI 
screening,  birth  control,  condoms, 
emergency  contraception  and  pel- 
vic exams  and  confidential  mental 
health  counseling.  They  are  also 
working  toward  offering  more  pri- 
mary care  medical  services,  such  as 
physicals  and  immunizations,  in 
order  to  more  thoroughly  serve  the 
needs  of  the  youth  in  the  commu- 
nity. 

Hawkins  Youth  Clinic  is  now 
open  two  afternoons  a  week  Two 
youth  outreach  workers  were  re- 
cently hired  from  the  community 
along  with  a  social  worker  The 
Clinic  striveslo connect  with  neigh- 
borhood youth  and  address  major 
issues  in  the  community,  such  as 


trauma  and  the  high  incidence  of 
sexually  transmitted  infections.  It 
provides  a  welcoming  environment 
where  youth  feel  safe  and  sup- 
ported and  strive  to  become  a  more 
integrated  member  of  the  commu- 
nity. 

the  Qinic  currentiy  has  eight  staff 
members:  Marie  Walker,  health 
worker,  and  Veronica  Pitteard, 
MEA,  a  medical  evaluation  assis- 
tant, create  a  warm  and  inviting  at- 
mosphere, quelling  fears  with  re- 
spectful, knowledgeable  and  caring 
approaches.  Jeanne  Lee,  MD,  and 
Nancy  Lewis,  RN,  FNP,  a  nurse 
practitioner,  provide  compassion- 
ate, exf)ert  h"eatment  and  medical 
care,  Tlieoutreach  team  is  working 
hard  to  connect  with  the  residents 
of  Visitacion  Valley  and  provide 
relevant  information,  referrals  and 
health  education.  This  team  consists 
of  two  dynamic  youth  outreach 
workers  from  the  community:  Oi- 
rina  Douglas  and  Anna  Esplana,  a 
dedicated  student  and  educator, 
Helen  Chan  and  a  social  worker/ 
counselor,  H.  R.  Bremner.  MSW, 
ASW,  who  also  provides 
empalhetic  and  nonjudgmental 
counseling  to  youth. 


'Fair  Lending  Working  Group: 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  have 
passed  a  resolution  endorsing  the 
findings  and  recommendations  of 
the  Fair  L>ending  Working  Group,  a 
panel  of  experts  brought  together  to 
advise  policy  makers  on  the  grow- 
ing home  mortgage  crisis  in  San 
Francisco,  The  Working  Group,  es- 
tablished by  legislation  sponstired  by 
Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell,  was 
comprised  of  industry,  community, 
and  City  representatives.  The  group 
was  charged  with  researching  and 
recommending  responses  to  the 
mortgage  foreclosure  crisis  and  con- 
vened numerous  times  during  2008 
to  develop  a  set  of  remedies  for  the 
growing  problem.  The  Fair  Lending 
Working  Group's  final  report  sug- 
gestsa  number  of  strategies,  includ- 
ing. 1)  Preserving  homeownership 
by  strengthening  financial  counsel- 
ing programs  and  through  better  en- 
forcement of  existing  Slate  foreclo- 
sure laws.  2)  Confronting  predatory 
lending  practices,  which  create  finan- 
cial challenges  for  families  who  are 
victimized  by  them.  3)  Bolstering 
and  enforcing  tenants'  rights  laws  to 
reduce  impacts  on  renters  during 
foreclosure  procedures. 

•Home  Improvement  District  Su- 
pervisor Maxwell  has  introduced  a 
resolution  calling  for  the  develop- 
ment of  a  "green"  home  improve- 
ment district  along  Bayshore  Boule- 
vard in  the  Bay\'iew  Hunters  Point 
neighborhood.  This  work  may  In- 
volve modified  land  use controlsfor 
the  corridor,  areaspecific  design 
guidelines,  and  a  business  attraction 
plan  that  would  help  augment  and 
fonnalize  the  cluster  of  home  im- 
provement related  activities  cur- 
rently located  along  Bayshore  Bou- 
levard. With  the  recent  announce- 
ment that  Lowe's  is  moving  forward 
toward  a  lease  agreement  on  the 
former  Goodman's  Lumber  site, 
there  is  great  interest  in  developing 
a  more  formalized  corridor  plan  that 
can  build  upon  the  economic  activ- 
ity that  an  "anchor"  tenant,  such  as 
I  vowe's,  will  bring  to  the  area. 

'Potrero  Power  Plant  The  Board  of 
Supervisorshas  unanimously  passed 
legislation,  introduced  by  Supervisor 
Maxwell,  that  oppxjses  renevral  of  the 
water  permit  for  Unit  ff3  at  the  Mirant 
Corporation's  Potrero  Power  Plant. 
Unit  ff3  uses  a  process  known  as 

"once-through  cooling",  whidi  takes 
in  millions  of  gallons  of  water  from 
San  Frandsco  Bay  each  day  The  wa- 
ter is  later  discharged  back  into  the 
bay  at  temperahares  higher  than  its 
normal  state.  This  practice  is  proven 
to  be  harmful  to  aquatic  life  at  both 
ends  of  the  industrial  cycle.  Miranfs 
application  to  renew  its  water  permit 
for  Unit  f3  is  currently  paiding  re- 
view at  the  Regional  Water  Quality 
Control  Board.  Supervisor  Maxwell 
has  also  provided  input  on  State  leg- 
islation, now  pending  in  Saaamento 
that  may  restrict  the  use  of  once- 
through  cooling  in  certain  facilities  in 
California. 

"Schlage  Lock  Factoiy  Demolitioa 

On  February  21,  SuperNisor  Max- 
well joined  Assembly  member  Tom 
Ammiano,  Redevelopment  Direc- 
tor, Fred  Blackweil,  former  employ- 
ees of  Schlage  Lock  Factory,  local 
residents  and  business  ouTiers  for  a 
public  visit  of  the  Schlage  Lock  Fac- 
tory before  the  buildings  are  torn 
down.  (The  old  office  building  will 
be  preserved.)  Thanks  to  the  neigh- 
borhood leadership  and  Gty  staff, 
these  long  vacant  buildings  wiU  soon 
give  way  toa  vibrant  mixed  use  com-

Dear  Earth  lalk:  1  am  looking  at 
possibly  buying  a  house  that  is 
very  close  to  a  gasoline  station.  Is 
it  safe  to  live  so  close  to  a  gas  sta- 
tion? What  concerns  should  I 
have?  I  have  toddler  and  infant 
babies.  —  Ranjeeta,  Houston,  TX 

l>spite  all  the  modem  health  and 
safety  guidelines  they  must  follow, 
gasstations  can  still  pose  si^ificant 
hazards  to  neighbors,  especially  chil- 
dren.  Some  of  the  perils  include 
ground-level  ozone  caused  in  part 
by  gasoline  fumes,  groundwater 
hazards  from  petroleum  prixiucts 
leaking  into  the  ground,  and  expo- 
sure hazards  from  other  chemicals 
that  might  be  used  at  the  station  if 
it's  also  a  repair  shop. 

Ozone  pollution  is  caused  by  a 
mixture  of  volatile  organic  com- 
pounds, some  of  which  are  found  in 
gasoline  vapors,  and  others,  like  car- 
bon monoxide,  that  come  from  car 
exhaust.  Most  gas  pumps  today 
must  have  government-regulated 
vapor-recovery  boots  on  their 
nozzles,  whidi  limit  the  release  of  gas 
vapors  while  you're  refueling  your 
car  A  similar  system  is  used  by  the 
station  when  a  tanker  arrives  to  re- 
fill the  underground  tanks.  But  if 
those  bootsaren't  working  properly 
the  nearly  odorless  hydrocarbon 
fumes,  which  contain  harmful 
chemicals  like  benzene,  can  be  re- 
leased into  tlieair 

Higher  ozone  levels  can  lead  to 
respiratory  problems  and  asthma, 
while  benzene  is  a  known  cancer- 
causing  chemical,  according  to  the 
National  Institutes  of  Healtli  (N IH ), 
Tliequest  to  reduce  ozone  levelshas 
led  the  state  of  California  to  imple- 
ment a  more  stringent  vapor-recov- 
ery law,  effective  April  1 , 2009,  which 
requires  that  all  gasoline  pumps 
have  a  new,  more  effective  vapor- 
recovery  noz.zle. 

Underground  gasoline  storage 
tanks  can  also  Ix"  a  problem,  Tlie  U  S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(EPA)  estimates  that  there  are  some 
660,000  of  them  from  coasl-to-coast 
Many  a  lawsuit  has  been  filed 
against  oil  firms  in  communities 
across  the  country  by  people  whose 
soil  and  groundwater  were  fouled 
by  a  gas  station's  leaking  under- 
ground storage  tank.  In  the  past, 
most  tanks  were  made  of  uncoated 
steel,  whidi  will  rust  over  time.  Also, 
pipes  leading  to  the  tanks  can  be  ac- 
ddenlally  ruptured. 

When  thousands  of  gallons  of 
gasoline  enter  the  soil,  chemicals 
travel  to  groundwater,  which  the 
EPA  says  is  the  source  of  drinking 
water  for  nearly  half  the  U.S.  If  buy- 
inga  home,  consider  its  potential  loss 
in  value  if  a  nearby  underground 
storage  tank  were  to  leak.  Gasoline 
additives  such  as  nietliyl  tertiary-

butyl  ether  (MTBE),  which  has  been 
outlawed  in  some  states,  make  the 
water  und  rinkable  -  and  that  is  only 
one  of  150  chemiciils  in  gasoline. 
Repeated  high  exposu  re  to  gasoline, 
whether  in  liquid  or  vapor  form,  can 
cause  lung,  brain  and  kidney  dam- 
age, acairding  to  tlie  N I  Hs  National 
Library  of  Medicine. 

Spilled  or  vaporized  gasoline  is  not 
the  only  chemical  hazard  if  the  sta- 
tion is  alsoa  repair  shop.  Mechanics 
use  solvents,  antifreeze  and  lead 
products,  and  may  work  on  vehicles 
that  have  asbestos  in  brakes  or 
dutdies.  Auto  refinishers  and  pa'nt 
shops  use  even  more  potenhally 
harmful  chemicals. 

In  ttxiay's  car-centric  world,  we 
can't  escape  exposure  completely, 
because  these  chemicals  are  in  our 
air  just  about  everywhere.  But  by 
choosing  where  we  live,  keeping  an 
eye  out  for  spills,  and  pressuring  tlie 
oil  companies  to  do  the  right  thing 
for  the  communities  they  occupy  we 
can  minimize ourexposu res. 

Dear  EarthTalk;  Do  zoos  have  se- 
rious programs  to  save  endangered 
species,  besides  putting  a  few  cap- 
tives on  display  for  everyone  to  see? 
-Kelly  Traw,  Seattle,  WA 

Most  zoos  are  not  only  great  places 
to  get  up  dose  to  wildlife,  but  many 
are  a\5o  doing  their  part  to  bolster 
dwindling  populations  of  animals 
still  living  free  in  the  wild.  To  wit, 
dozens  of  zoos  across  North 
America  partidpate  in  the  Assoda- 
tionofZoosand  Aquarium's(AZA's) 
Spedes  Survival  Plan  (SSP)  Pro- 
gram, which  aims  to  manage  tlie 


breedingofspedfic  endangered  spe- 
des in  order  to  help  maintain  healthy 
and  self-sustaining  populations  that 
are  both  genetically  diverse  and  de- 
mographically  slable. 

The  end  goal  of  many  SSPs  is  the 
reintroduction  of  captive-raised  en- 
dangered spedes  into  their  native 
wild  habitats.  Aax>rding  to  the  AZA, 
SSPs  and  related  programs  have 
helped  bring  black-footed  ferrets, 
California  condors,  red  wolves  and 
several  other  endangered  species 
back  from  tlie  brink  of  extinction  over 
the  last  three  decades.  Zoos  also  use 
SSPs  as  research  tools  to  better  un- 
derstand wildlife  biology  and  pt^pu- 
lation  dynamics,  and  to  raise  aware- 
ness and  funds  to  support  field 
projects  and  habitat  protection  for 
spedfic  spedes.  AZA  now  adminis- 
ters some  1 13  different  SSPs  cover- 
ing 181  individual  spedes. 

To  be  selected  as  the  focus  of  an 
SSP,  a  spedes  must  be  endangered 
or  threatened  in  the  wild.  Also, 
many  SSP  species  are  "flagship 
species,"  meaning  that  they  are 
well-known  to  people  and  engen- 
der strong  feelings  for  their  pres- 
ervation and  the  protection  of  their 
habitat.  The  AZA  approves  new 
SSP  programs  if  various  internal 
advisory  committees  deem  the  spe- 
cies in  question  to  be  needy  of  the 
help  and  if  sufficient  numbers  of 
researchers  at  various  zoos  or 
aquariums  can  dedicate  time  and 
resources  to  the  cause. 

AZA's  Maryland-based  Conserva- 
tion and  Sdenoe  Departmait  admin- 
isters the  worldwide  SSP  program. 


generating  master  plans  for  specific 
spedes  and  coordinating  research, 
transfer  and  rein  trod  uctions.  Part  of 
this  process  involves  designing  a 
"family  tree"  of  particular  man- 
aged populations  in  order  to 
achieve  maximum  genetic  diver- 
sity and  demographic  stability. 
AZA  also  makes  breeding  and 
other  management  recommenda- 
tions with  consideration  given  to 
the  logistics  and  feasibility  of  trans-

MayorGavin  Newsom  on  Apr,  22 
announced  EcoMap  San  Francisco 
(http;//w  ww.urbanecomap.org/),  an 
Internet-based  tool  that  gives  San 
Franciscans  the  ability  to  see  the  col- 
lective resulLs  of  their  individual  cli- 
mate change  actions,  while  also  mo- 
tivating pet^ple  to  make  responsible 
environmental  choices.  EcoMap 
provides  information  on  carbon 
emissions  from  transportation,  en- 
ergy and  waste,  organized  by  San 
Francisa)  zip  codes  to  create  com- 
petition among  neighborhoods  to  re- 
duce their  carbon  footprint. 

"EcoMap  San  Francisco  provides 
residents,  businesses  and  our  City 
with  much-needed  tools  to  help  re- 
duce San  Francisco's  carbon  foot- 
print," said  Mayor  Newsom, 
"People  will  be  able  to  easily  track 
their  own  efforts,  and  see  real  results 
to  which  they  contributed." 

EcoMap  provides  communities 
with  information  on  their 
progress  toward  meeting  green- 
house gas  (GHG)  reduction  goals, 
and  with  access  to  the  most  use- 
ful, locally  available  tools  and  re- 
sources for  reducing  their  carbon 
footprint.  EcoMap  amasses  infor- 
mation on  a  neighborhood  level, 
organized  by  zip  codes,  in  the  fol- 
lowing two  ways: 

"Discover  Your  City's  Neighbor- 
hoods: Through  this  visual  display 
residents  tan  see  their  greenhouse 
gas  contributions  in  the  areas  of 
transportation,  energy,  and  waste. 
This  information  empowers  neigh- 
t)orhoods  to  identify  and  take  spe- 
cific actions  to  fight  climate  change 


using  approadies  such  as  alterna- 
tive-fuel vehicle  ownership,  recy- 
cling, and  reducing  household  en- 
ergy use. 

"'lake  Climate  Actions;  Citizens 
can  make  decisions  to  help  de- 
crease the  carbon  footprint  of  their 
geographic  regions,  their  particu- 
lar zip  code,  and  their  city.  They 
can  make  these  choices  by  gain- 
ing visibility  into  several  key  fac- 
tors, including  the  effort  required 
to  make  the  change,  the  associated 
cost  or  financial  benefit,  and  the 
environmental  impact  of  the  ac- 
tion. Citizens  can  then  share  their 
climate  actions  with  others  via 
social  networking  sites. 

The  EcoMap  pilot  is  a  collabora- 
tive effort  between  San  Francisco  and 
Cisco's  Internet  Business  Solutioris 
Group  (IBSG).  EcoMap  was  devel- 
oped as  part  of  a  public-private  part- 
nership aimed  at  addressing  the 
unique  environmental  problems 
confronted  by  urban  areas. 

"Cities are  the  world'smajorsouroe 
of  greenhouse  gas  emissions,  con- 
suming 75  percent  of  the  world's 
energy,"  said  Newsom.  "We  are 
pleased  that  Cisco  selected  San  Fran- 
cisco as  the  first  city  in  the  world  to 
launch  EcoMap  so  we  can  aggres- 
sively reverse  that  trend." 

EcoMapSan  Frandsco  will  be  fully 
hinctional  by  the  end  of  May  2009. 
Subsequently,  Cisco  will  develop 
similar  EcoMaps  for  cities  around 
the  world.

8.  Bottle  it  up:  Keep  a  bottle  of  tap 
water  in  your  refrigerator  rather  thian 
running  the  faucet  until  the  water  is 
cool.
